For  the  purpose  of  me  foregoing,  the  terms  "oil  well"  and  "gas  wen"  shall  have  the  meanings  prescribed  by  applicable 
law  or  the  appropriate  governmental  authority,  or,  if  no  definition  is  so  prescribed,  "oil  well"  means  a  well  with  an  initial  gas-oil  ratio  of  less  than  100,000  cubic  feet  per  barrel  and  "gas  weir' 
means  a  well  with  an  initial  gas-oil  ratio  of  100,000  cubic  feet  or  more  per  barrel,  based  00  24-hour  production  test  conducted  under  normal  producing' conditions  using  standard  lease  separator 
facilities  or  equivalent  testing  equipment;  and  the  term  "horizontal  completion"  means  a  well  in  which  the  horizontal  component  of  the  gross  completion  interval  in  the  reservoir  exceeds  (he 
vertical  component  thereof.  In  exercising  its  pooling  rights  hereunder.  Lessee  shall  file  of  record  a  written  declaration  describing  the  unit  and  stating  the  effective  date  of  pooling.  Production, 
drilling  or  reworking  operations  anywhere  on  a  unit  which  includes  all  or  any  part  of  the  leased  premises  shall  be  treated  as  if  it  were  production,  drilling  or  reworking  operations  on  the  leased 
premises,  except  that  the  production  on  which  Lessor's  royalty  is  calculated  shall  be  mat  proportion  of  the  total  unit  production  which  the  net  acreage  covered  by  this  lease  and  included  in  the 
unit  bears  to  the  total  gross  acreage  in  the  unit,  but  only  to  the  extent  such  proportion  of  unit  production  is  sold  by  Lessee.

If  Lessee  releases  all  or  an  undivided 
interest  in  less  than  all  of  die  area  covered  hereby.  Lessee's  obligation  to  pay  or  tender  shut-m  royalties  shall  be  proportionately  reduced  in  accordance  with  die  net  acreage  interest  retained 
hereunder.
